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REMARKS 

This amendment is in response to the Examiner's Office Aclion dated 10/22/200^k 
IndependotiL claims 1, 2, and 14 have been amended for clarincation purposes witliout adding 
new matlcr. Support for the amendment can be found in lines 11-17 of page 26 of the 
'Description of tlic Preferred Embodiments" section. Reconsideration of this application is 
respectfully requested in view of the foregoing amendment and the remarlcs thai follow. 

STATUS OF CLAIMS 

Claims 1-22 are pending. 

Claims 1-22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being impiiLcntablc over 
Hylhindcr ct al. (WO 99/12365), 

OVERVIEW OF CLAIMED INVENTION 
Tlie presently claimed invention provides for a speech communication service providing 
syslem comprisiog a server (connected to the Internet) and a call control unit of speech 
comniunicaLions, Tlie server comprises: (A) a module of generating, when receiving a piuce of 
first address Infonnalion as a piece of address infoniiation of a destination of a speech 
communication from a terminal device, a piece of call identifying information corresponding to 
the first address information; (13) a module of storing the call identifying information and the first 
address infonnalion; (C) a module of notifying the terminal device of the call identifying 
information and second address information as a piece of address information of the control unit; 
and (f)) a module of notifying, when receiving the call identifying information from the control 
unit, iflhe same call identifying information is stored in the storing module, the control unit of 
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the first address information cotrcsponding thereto. The control unit comprises: (a) a module of 
inquiring of, when receives a call including a call identifying inrormation from the tcnninal 
device, the tenninal device trajismitting the call using the second addresi> information received 
iton\ the f>ervev, the server about the first address information correspondine to the call 
identifying information included in the call; and (b) a module of performing, when receiving the 
corre^iponding first address from the server, processes in order that the call from the terminal 
device arrives at anoriier terminal device corresponding to the first address information. The 
pie ce of call id entifvinu inf ormation is information to judge whether the call fro m the terininaLLS 
incomict^ or not, and when sai d control unit can not receive the first ^uidrCAS informa tion 
cor responding t o the call identifying informat i on from the server, said contro l unit does not 
respond t o the call a^^sumtn i> th at the call is incorrect . 

The presently claimed invention also provides for a speech communication service 

providing j^ystem comprising a server (connected to the Iniemet). firstjui d second access point s 

to the Internet (wherein the first and second access points are connected via a route where a 

predetermined quality of commiuiications is ensured), and first and s ec ond terminal devices each 

having an hiternet connecting module and an Internet telephony module ^md being connected 

respectively to said Jirst and second access points. Tlie server comprises: (A) a generating 

nnodulu of generating, when receiving a piece of first address information as a piece of addrcss 

information of said second terminal device from said first terminal device, call identifying 

information corresponding to the first address infomiaiion; (B) a module of storing die call 

identifying information aixd the first address information; (C) a module of notifying said first 

terminal device of (he cull identifying information and second address informalion as a piece of 

address infonnfition of said first access point; and (D) a module of notifying, when receiving the 
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call identifying information from said first access point and if ilic same call identifylr\g 
itilbrmntion is stored in said storing module, said first access point of the first address 
InFormallon corresponding thereto. The first access point comprises: (a) a module of inquiring 
of, when receiving a call including the call identifying information from said tirst temiinal 
device, said first terminal device transmildng the call using the second address infonnaUon 
received from said server, said server about the first address information corresponding to the 
call identifying information contained in this call; and (b) a module of pcrfoi-ming, when 
receiving the corresponding fast address information from said server, processes in order that the 
call from said first terminal device arrives at said second terminal device corresixinding to Ihe 
first address inforraalion via the .special route and said second access point. Thc. pjece of call

REJECTIONS TINDER 35 U.S.C. S 103(a) 
Claims 1-22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
llyllandcr et al. (WO 99/12365). lo be properly vejcctcd under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), each and 
every element of the claims must be addressed thtough knovm prior art or be recognized as an 
obvious variation thereof. Applicant contends that the HyUander reference, or obvious variations 
in the teachings of the Hyllander reference, fails to provide for many of the limitations of 
• ' applicant's clRimed invention. 
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As nolod above, independent claims 1, 2, and 14 have been amended to clarify applicant's 
invention. Specilically, it is clarified that the piece of call identifying information is infonnation 
to iud«(i whether the call from the terminal is incorrect or not. It i$ also clarified that when Ihe 
control unit cannot receive the first address infonnation corresponding to the call identifying 
informulion from the scivcr, the control unit docs not respond to the call assuming that the call is 
incorrect. Support for the amendment can be found in lines 1 M7 of page 26 of the '^Description 
of rlie Preferred Fmbodiments" section (or paragraph 127 of Ihe published patent application), a 
copy of which is provided below for the examiner's convenience: 

'7f the call identifying information received by the telephone 
contjol unit I3A when receiving the call is invalid, the server 14 5s not 
stored with that piece of call identifying information and therefore sends 
back to the telephone control unit 13A a notification (NG notification) that 
the call identifying information i$ "NG (No Good) (invalid)" as u 
RubsLi Lute for the coiresponding telephone number (step S 1 0-4)/' 

The primary reference, Hyllander et al., teach a commimication system, adapted to 
establish comtcctions to, and between, Internet users, including a cellular radio communication 
network adiipted to provide a short message service (SMS), and a sewer adapted to facilitate the 
establishment of a telephony/Internet connection between a mobile subscriber station of said 
network and an Internet \i.^r. Hyllander ct ah further teach using SMS to transfer, from the 
mobile iiubscriber station to the server, infonnation identifying the hitemel address for the 
Inlemet user and, from the server to the mobile subscriber station, information relating to the 
reqiiire^i connection between the mobile subscriber station and the Internet user. 
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With respect to independent claims 1, 2, and 14, on page 4 of the orfice action oF 
10/22/2004, the examiner states thut "Hyllandcr does not explicitly disclose generating call 
identifying (call or message ID) infonmtion corresponding to the cull of the finst address. It is 
well known aiid woidd have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
leochings of Hyllander to assign identification information to a call (or call ID) so the system can 
efficietUly keep[s] track and manage[s] diffetcnt call messages between a plurality of callers and 
, call recipients in an hitemet Telephony network." 

Applicant respectfully disagrees with the examiner's statcjncnt as tlie present invention 
addix-sses the prevention o f in valid access to the control unit , a limitation of claims 1, 2, and 14 
that is neither taught nor suggested by the Hyllander reference. Applicant, thenefore^ contends 
that the jtiresent invention is clearly distinguished over the Hyllander reference and is nontrivial in 
thai the call idendfying information of the present invention prevents invalid access to the control 
luiit, 

'flie above-mentioned arguments with respect to independent clahns U 2, and 14 
substinitially apply to dependent claims 3-13 and 15-22 as they inherit all the limUation<? of the 
claim from which ihey depend. 

Hence, applicant conUsnds that the Hyllander reference, or obvious variations in (he 
teachings uf the Hyllander reference, fails to provide for many of the limitations of the 
applicant's claimed invention (e.g., the prevention of invalid access to the control unit). 
Applicant, therefore, respectfully requests the examiner to withdraw the rejections with respect to 
pending claim 1-22. 
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. SUMMARY 

As lias been detailed above, none of the references, cited or applied, provide for ihc 
specific claimed details of applicant's presently claimed invention, nor renders them obvious. It 
i$ bcliisvod that this case is in condition for allowance and reconsideration thereof and early 
isgusuicc is Tospeclfully requested.
